GREAT INVENTION BY IOWA ME- 
CHANIC 

The Sibley (lowa) Tribune prints 
a remarkable story of the invention 
of an Iowa genius. That paper says: 

“The story printed in the Tribune 
some weeks ago to the effect that 
Arthur C. Bundy of Webster City, 
Iowa, had discgvered a process to. ex- 
tract motive power and heat from air 
was received with skepticism by most 
readers. In fact, we would not have 
wagered big odds on its authenticity. 
Later reports from Webster City in- 
dicate that the story was not a fake. 
A chemical engineer declares Mr. 
Bundy’s discovery is the greatest in- 
vention the world has known. 

“There is no doubt about the suc- 
cess and practicability of the Bundy 
discovery,” says L. M. McMaster, 
government chemical engineer who 
was in Webster City assisting with 
detailed perfection of the power and 
heat process discovered by Bundy. 
The Bundy discovery is a cheap pro- 
cess of taking oxygen from the air to 
be used for heat and power pur- 
poses. 

“When I was first sent here I was 
skeptical,” McMasters' continued, 
“and thought it was another fake, 
but I am thoroughly convinced, after 
full tests, that it,is the greatest in- 
vention the world has ever known.” 

McMasters expected to leave soon 
for New York City in an aptomobile 
the engine of which will be operated 
on oxygen power. He estimates that 
the total expense of car operation 
that distance will not be over 25 
cents. A recent trip was made to

Minneapolis by Bundy at a cost of 9 
cents. An engine especially adapted 
for oxygen power is now in process 
of invention by Bundy, but at pres- 
ent any auto motor is used, the 
spark plugs, carburetor and ignition 
tubes being removed. 

It is estimated that an ordinary 
home may be heated for from $10 to 
$20 a winter by the Bundy process. 
The heat may be increased or de- 
creased by air pressure just as the 
speed of an auto is regulated by the 
air pressure. 

The chemicals which draw the oxy- 
gen from the air are the secret of 
the entire process, and one' of these 
is a substance which may be obtained 
from any vegetable or weed that 
grows, with the single exception of 
the turnip. The substance is mixed 
with a second chemical, and as the 
air passes through these the oxygen 
is separated and reduced to a form 
in which it may be used as heat or 
power, 

The Bundy process is now backed 
by $250,000,000, McMasters declares, 
some of the largest capitalists in the 
East being interested. At present all 
stock is in the hands of a holding 
corporation made up of Webster City 
men and capitalized at but $12,020. 
Letters are received every day from 
big corporations offering assistance, 
seeking to buy stock and otherwise 
attempting to “get in” on the Inven- 
tion, Local men, however, bi to 
retain full control. 

Bundy exhibited his invention at 
the Iowa and Minnesota state fairs, 
where it attracted unusual attention. 
Since then scientists from all parts

of the country have visited Webster 
City to further investigate the inven- 
tion. All were more or less skepti- 
cal, but every one went away thor- 
oughly convinced that “Bunday had 
something.” 

The Bundy invention makes possi- 
ble the running of an automobile for 
ten hours per day at an average cost 
of 5 cents per day. Government, ex- 
perts were brought to see the inven- 
tion for themselves and to assist in 
protecting the inventor against theft.
